Dozens  of  enjoyable  leisure-time 
activities  for  all  age  groups  and 
interests  will  be  initiated  on  Sun- 
day, October  10  as  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  moves  into  high 
gear  on  its  1965-66  fall  and  winter 
program. 

In  the  days  and  weeks  ahead, 
children,  teenagers,  young  adults 
and  adults  will  become  immersed 
in  a broad  and  varied  program 
which  will  cater  to  every  age  and

The  Queensway  has  placed  most 
families  in  the  community  within 
fifteen  minutes  driving  time  from 
the  Centre.  As  a result,  many 
new  people  have  begun  to  take 
advantage  of  the  facilities  and 
services  the  Centre  offers  to 
everyone  in  the  Jewish  community, 


regardless  of  Synagogue  affiliation, 
area  of  residence  or  ability  to  pay. 

Whether  you  are  4 or  94  — or 
anywhere  in  between  — there  is 
something  for  you  to  do  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre. 

If  you  are  concerned  with  the 
issues  which  affect  us  as  Jews  and 
as  Canadians;  if  you  paint,  dance, 
sing,  act,  swim,  play  games  or 
would  like  to  learn;  if  you  are  an 
athlete  of  either  the  steam  room 


or  more  active  variety  or  think 
you  should  be;  if  you  would  like 
to  meet  and  be  with  stimulating 
and  interesting  folks,  the  Centre  is 
for  you  and  every  member  of  your 
family.

Individual  Affiliations  Now  Possible 
Under  Expanded  Centre  Membership  Plan 


The  liberalized  membership  plan  for  Centre  affiliation 
announced  last  week  has  received  wide  public  approval,  according 
to  Hyman  Soloway,  Q.C.,  president  of  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  and  Sol  Max,  chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

“Complaints  about  the  mandatory  provisions  of  the  family 
plan  are  now  a thing  of  the  past,”  they  said.  “Under  the  new 
structure,  individual  members  of  families  are  welcome  to  join  on 
their  own,  and  we  anticipate  a substantial  increase  in  membership 
and  participation  as  a result.” 


Up  to  this  time,  a married  man, 
his  wife  or  dependent  children 
were  required  to  affiliate  as  a 
family  unit.  Where  two  or  more 
members  of  the  family  were  part- 
icipating, there  was  no  problem. 
But  where  only  the  father,  mother 
or  one  of  the  children  became 
actively  involved  in  the  Centre’s 
program,  people  resisted  paying 
the  family  rate  for  the  one  user. 

The  widening  of  the  member- 
ship base  merely  opens  up  new 
ways  in  which  anyone  in  the 
Jewish  community  can  become 
part  of  the  Centre’s  ongoing  pro- 
gram. It  does  not  replace  the 
basic  family  plan  which  continues 
to  be  the  most  attractive  and  least 
expensive  way  in  which  parents 
and  their  children  can  affiliate  as 
a unit.

Studies  undertaken  before  the 
revisions  were  adopted  led  the 
Executive  Committee  to  conclude 
that  the  majority  of  parents  will 
choose  to  retain  the  family  mem- 
bership plan.  Present  affiliates 
who  find  it  advantageous  to  switch 
to  an  individual  base  are  welcome 
to  do  so.  All  that  is  required  is  a 
call  to  the  office  and  the  change 
will  be  made. 

Many  families  will  be  getting  an 
extra  dividend  with  their  enrol- 
ment this  year.  Previously,  the 
family  plan  applied  only  to  parents 
and  their  dependent  children  up 
to  18  years  of  age.  University 
students  were  in  a separate  cate- 
gory and  had  to  pay  an  additional 
fee.  Now,  the  age  limit  has  been 
dropped  and  any  child  at  school  or 
university  is  automatically  included 
in  the  family  package. 

Every  member  of  the  Centre 
receives  a separate  card  which 
entitles  him  to  full  use  of  the  facil- 
ities and  all  privileges  of  member- 
ship. Cards  have  to  be  presented 
to  gain  entry  to  the  physical  edu- 
cation department  and  other  pro- 
grams and  areas  restricted  to  mem- 
bership use.

Certain  programs  such  as  the 
Day  Camp,  the  Adult  Institute  and 
the  Lecture  Series  are  offered  to 
the  community  at  large  as  a 
public  service.  Non-members  pay 
a higher  fee  than  member  because 
they  are  not  helping  to  carry  the 
year-round  operating  budget  of  the 
institution.

Unmarried  men  and  woman  have 
always  been  able  to  join  the  Centre 
on  their  own.  This  remains  un- 
changed. The  hope  is  that  many 
more  will  be  attracted  by  the 
enlarged  range  of  activities  plan- 
ned with  their  particular  interests 
in  mind. 

Regular  family  membership  is 
$60  including  the  children  or  $50 
where  there  are  no  children.  Busi- 


ness and  professional  men  pay  $40 
a year;  women,  $25  a year.  Indi- 
vidual membership  for  any  student 
or  working  young  adult  up  to  25 
years  of  age  is  $25.  A new  social 
membership  (without  the  use  of 
the  gym)  is  available  for  univer- 
sity students  and  working  young 
adults  for  $15. 

Those  desiring  Health  Club  pri- 
vileges for  husband  and  wife  and 
all  other  privileges  for  their  chil- 
dren pay  a fee  of  $120.  Without 
children,  the  dues  drop  to  $110. 
Individual  men  can  join  for  $85; 
women  for  $50. 

Fees  are  normally  payable  in 
advance,  but  the  Centre  will  glad- 
ly accept  a series  of  postdated 
monthly  cheques  to  suit  your 
convenience. 

Moreover,  the  Board  of  Directors 
makes  it  possible  for  everyone  in 
the  community  to  enjoy  the  bene- 
fits of  membership,  regardless  of 
ability  to  pay.  Applications  for 
reduced  rates  and  scholarships  are 
treated  in  confidence.  If  you  have 
any  questions,  call  Hy  Hochberg  at 
232-7306  and  he  will  be  glad  to 
look  after  you. 

The  Executive  Committee  be- 
lieves that  the  revised  member- 
ship structure,  the  excellent  phy- 
sical facilities  and  the  expanded 
activity  program  will  result  in  far 
wider  participation  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

The  Centre  embarks  on  its 
1965-66  season  with  a new  opti- 
mism, backed  by  the  conviction 
that  it  is  moving  towards  the  goal 
of  serving  the  total  Jewish  com- 
munity in  the  best  possible  way.

Rabbi  David  Hartman  of  Mon 
treal,  a profound  thinker,  creative 
writer  and  brilliant  speaker,  will 
address  the  opening  session  of  the 
Adult  Institute  of  Jewish  Studies 
on  Thursday,  November  4 at  8:30 
P.M.  at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre. 

He  has  attracted  wide  public 
attention  for  his  interpretation  of 
traditional  Judaism  in  the  contem- 
porary idiom.

A much  sought  after  speaker, 
Rabbi  Hartman  has  been  partic- 
ularly effective  with  younger  men 
and  women.

These  will  be  held  every  second 
Thursday  night  throughout  the  fall 
and  winter  months  and  are  expect- 
ed to  attract  wide  interest.  Details 
of  the  full  program  will  be  an- 
nounced shortly.

Entitled  "Creativity  Among  Us" 


Six  Ottawa  artists  will  display 
their  works  at  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  this  season,  accord- 
ing to  an  announcement  by  Dr.

“Creativity  Amoung  Us”  is  the 
brainchild  of  Mrs.  Nathan  Dreskin, 
who  is  showing  art  by  prominent 
Canadian  artists  privately.  A keen 
advocate  of  all  art  forms,  Mrs. 
Dreskin  will  be  the  chairman  of 
the  arrangements  committee  which 
includes  Mrs.  Harry  Katznelson 
and  Morton  Baslaw,  plus  others 
who  may  be  interested. 

Mrs.  Dreskin  sees  the  shows  as 
a natural  extension  of  the  Centre’s 
role  in  promoting  leisure-time  pur- 
suits of  a high  calibre.  Artistic, 
dramatic  and  musical  self-expres- 
sion are  cornerstones  of  the  Cen- 
tre’s program  philosophy.

Personally  Speaking

To  all  of  you  who  read  the  September  edition  of  our  Ottawa 
Jewish  Bulletin  — one  of  the  most  comprehensive  that  has 
ever  been  published  — you  must  have  been  struck  by  a 
repetition  of  a theme  which  underlined  several  important  items. 

The  first  concerned  the  increased  cost  of  the  monthly  fees 
for  the  Talmud  Torah.  The  article  went  on  in  great  length  to 
indicate  what  brought  about  the  increase  in  fees,  and  how  the 
Ottawa  fees  are  still  lower  than  those  prevailing  in  most  Canadian 
cities.  The  article  ended  with  the  following  statement:  that  regard- 
less of  fees,  any  student  incapable  or  any  parent  who  is  incapable 
of  paying  such  fees  can  have  his  child  attend  without  charge. 

The  next  item  of  note  was  that  written  by  Stan  Glube  reporting 
on  the  successful  conclusion  of  the  season  at  Camp  B’nai  B’rith. 
Stan  went  on  to  show  the  value  that  a person  receives  for  the  full 
term  camping  fee  of  only  $400.  He  too  stated  that  charges  would 
not  apply  — the  camp  was  free  — to  children  who  could  not  afford 
to  pay. 

A third  item  which  could  not  escape  attention  was  that 
covering  the  opening  of  our  new  Hillel  Lodge.  This  may  prove 
to  be  one  of  the  finest  endeavours  that  has  ever  been  made  by 
the  community.  The  Lodge,  which  will  enable  our  senior  citizens 
to  live  in  dignity  and  utmost  comfort,  is  available  to  all  who 
qualify  on  the  basis  of  need  — with  provision  being  made  for 
assistance  to  those  who  cannot  afford  to  pay. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  refer  to  a recent  memorandum 
published  by  our  Community  Centre  outlining  the  new  change  in 
fee  structure  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  dissatisfaction  with 
the  former  structure  lay  in  the  fact  that  it  could  have  precluded 
members  of  our  community,  particularly  children,  from  joining 
because  of  insistence  on  a family  plan.  This  has  now  been  changed. 
The  new  policy  is  that  any  person  who  wishes  to  use  the  many 
resources  of  the  Jewish  Community  Centre  can  do  so  as  part  of 
a family,  or  as  an  individual  and  whether  they  can  afford  to  or  not, 
for  in  the  latter  case,  assistance  is  given. 

Certainly  everything  that  I have  related  must  give  you,  as  it 
gives  me,  a feeling  that  this  is  a Jewish  community  operating  at 
its  best.  In  the  best  religious  tradition,  assistance  is  given  to" the 
poor,  and  in  the  very  best  democratic  tradition,  opportunity  is 
available  to  everyone.
